Tonita and San Andres Are

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, June 8.— 
The volcano Colima became active 
yesterday when the earthquake 
shocks were felt, and today is emit- 
ting smoke and iava. The towns of 


Tontia and San Andres were baily 
damured by the disturbances, parts 
of them being destroyed.

MEXICO CITY, June 8&.—Dispatches 
from Tuxpan, a few miles east of the 
Voleano Colima, in the southern part of 
the State of Jalisco, say that Zapoilan 

ered severely from  yestercay’s 
hquakes. 

‘The number of victims is said to be 
large. A church and a number of 
houses were thrown down and other 
dwelling places rendered unsafe. Thou- 
sands of persons are homeless. 

Though the money loss caused in the 
capital. by the earthquake will not ex- 
ceed $50,000, 65 persons were killed and 
7 were injured. 

When the work of searching the ruins 
is cOmpleted it is possible that the list 
of dead will be lengthened somewhat, as 
hiding throughout the city there were 
co @éd who,. with tra- 
ditional fear of the authorities and Gov- 
ernment hospitals, are anxious to evade 
discovery. 

“The wproperty toss is an estimate based 
cn Calculation made by owners and con- 
‘tractors. Little of the loss is covered 
by insurance. 

It was 4:36 o’clock when the first shock 
was felt. According to the meteorolog- 
ieal Observatory, tiie greatest intensity 
was reached at the end of the first min- 
‘ute, but the instruments continued to 
record the shocks for 14 minutes more. 

More Than’ Half Dend Soldiers. 

' More than half the dead accounted for 
were soldiers. They were caught be- 
neath; the falling walls of the Artil- 
lery Barracks in San Cosma, a locality 
near the Mexican Central Station. An- 
other place where the earthquake took 
its tol] of death in considerable’ numbers 
‘Was at the city power plant of the street 
‘tar company. 

. Here six were killed and six wounded. 
_ Two others were found in the detnis, 
consisting partly of steel rails which 
bad n stacked in the iron.and wood 
Lbpartments, and which collapsed. 
No Americans Damaged. 

' No property of Americans was dam- 
Peed, and with the exception of’ one 
Chinese killed, no foreigners were in- 
jured.

BY EHINGTON, June 8.—To popularize 
+he Army, to interest a class of persons 
who heretofore have been attracted only 
to the comissioned grades, and to extend 
the benefits of military training is the 
purpose of Gen. Wood, Chief of Staff, 
in proposing to Congress, @ nov el scheme 
for six months enlistments. it is his 
telief that many high school boys and 
graduates of colleges may be induced by 
the promise of a short taste of military 
life, to enlist for that period who would 
not care to abandon the business careers 
they have mapped out, as would be the 

case In a five years’ term. 

Young men of high intelligence should 
easily be able to ground themselves in 
the military practices in six months’ 
hard work and the benefit to be derived 
from the setting up drills and regular 
habits of life’ at a formative period, 
would tend to a physical development. 

With these reasons in mind, Gen. 
Wood is urging public discussion of the 
subject, with expectation of pressing the 
legislation on Congress at the regular 
session of Congress next winter.

Physicians So Report and She 
Must Be Tried for Shooting 
Him as He Slept.

Grand Jury Begins !nquiry and 
Physicians Are Among the

Reports of médical experts made to 


the Circuit Attorney Thursday show 


that Mrs. Alma Palmer James is phys- 
ically and mentally sound. This means 
that she must stand trial for shooting 
and killing her husband, Leo James, as 
he lay asleep in their flat at 4457 Lex- 


ington avenue. 
The tests, which have. been under way 


since the killing, two months ago, were 


conducted by city hospital physicians 
and by Dr. M. W. Hoge, a member of 
the hospital visiting staff. 

Two applications of the Wasserman 
blood test were made by Dr. Hoge. His 
report to the Circuit Attorney says they 
showed that Mrs. James’ physical con- 
dition is normal and that there was no 
ailment or physical derangement’ which 
might have caused her impulsive act. 


Said Husband Deceived Her. 


The day of the shooting Dr. James 
Palmer, Mrs. James’ brother, said she 
had told him that her husband had 
grievously wrofhged her by deceiving 
her as to his physical condition. and 
had thereby caused her great pain and 
mental anguish. 

The physical and mental condition of 
Mrs. James will play so important a 
part in determining her guilt that the 
Circuit Attorney’s office took the pre- 
caution to have experts make scientific 
ebservations during her stay in the city 
hospital, whither sne was sent soon 
efter her arrest.

His first wife, Miss Jessie Pearl Gor- 
man, was also from Wright Zounty.

MILLIONS IN GOLD 
IS RECOVERED BY 
TREASURE SEEKERS 


Report Success of Their Quest 
for Bullion Worth $15,000,000 
to $65,000,000.

SAN DIEGO. Cal., June 8.—A message 


received here from a party of treasure 
seekers aboard the steamer Euré@ka says 


their expedition to recover an immense 
cache of gold, hidden by the crew of a 
Chilean cruiser off the Honduran coast 
more than twenty years ago, has been 
successful. The treasure has been va- 
riously estimated at from $15,000,000 to 
$65,000,000, according to reports circulated 


The Eureka is now headed for this 
port. She is in command of Capt. Bur- 
tiss and was taken on a 30-day charter 
by a party of San Francisco men about 
two weeks ago. 

The expedition is said to have been 
financed by Harry Krelling, a _  weil- 
known clubman of San Francisco. The 
may showing the location of the burted 
treasure is said to have been in the pos- 
session of a former resident of Hon- 
duras who succeeded in interesting 
Krelling in his story of the buried gold. 

The message from Santa Cruz yester- 
day read: ‘‘Expedition a sucess In every 
way; reach San Diego for oil next 
week.”

MAKES MAN 
PLEADED GUILTY 
TAKE LONG - 


Judge Taylor Refuses to Let 
Stocking Swindler Withdraw 
Plea After Sentence. 











William Wilbur pleaded guilty, before 
Judge Taylor Thursday to obtaining 
money by false pretenses, in what is 
known as the silk stocking swindle. His 
attorney, Joseph Furling, told the Court 
that there was an understanding with 
the Cireuit Attorney’s office that a six 
months’ workhouse sentence should be 
recommended. 

Judge Taylor asked Assistant Circult 
Attorney Rudolph about this, and Ru- 
dolph said he had considered such a 
plan, but that he had since learned that 
Wilbur had served 18 months for the 
sume offense in Philadelphia. Therefore, 
he said, he would make no recommenda- 
tion. 

‘Do you plead gullty?’’ the Court 
asked Wilbur. The man replied that he 
did, and Judge Taylor pronounced a two- 
year’s penitentiary sentence. 

Withdrawal Not Allowed. 

“We withdraw our plea,’”’ cried Fur- 
ling. 

‘“Yqu will do nothing of the sort,’’ said 
Judge Taylor. ‘‘The prisoner has, plead- 
ed and has been sentenced, and the sen- 
tence will stand.’’

BARE DOMES CAN'T 
BEAR Tt DRAFTS; 
ALDHEADS BULLS 


Merchants Exchange Fans 
Stopped and: Traders With 
Hair on Heads Suffer. 


Three baldheads are bulling the wheat 
pit in the Merchants’ Exchange agiinst 
the gyro fan, because they say they 
can’t bear the draft. The traders with 
hair on their heads will have to sweliter 
in the’ heat all summer if the ozald- 
leads prevail. 

The gyro fan was purchased by the 
Merchants’ Exchange two years age and 
suspended from the 75-foot ceiling. It 
has not been put up this year, and “‘it 
shall not be,’’ shout the baldheads. 

The baldheads’ objection to the gyro 
is that it makes the breezes come 
straight down from above onto the tops 
of their domes. It gives them chills 
and colds, they say, and altogether is 
no kind of a fan for a baldheaded ian. 

The leaders in the bald-head move- 
ment are Bert Lang, Harry Daub and 
John Messmore. Daub is not a regular 
bald-head, though he has joined cause 
with the shiny domes. He has merely 
had a close head shave. He had his 
hairs cut. 

Hairs Widely Scattered. 

It is necessary to refer to Daub’s 
head covering in the plurat, as hairs, 
for the reason that while he has more 
than one they are not in such close 
proximity to each other as to be con- 
sidered a single entity. 

Daub has more than two dozen hairs 
over his left ear, besides those over his 
right, but they have grown away from 
one another and when the gyro fan 
plays on the gap a distinct coldness is 
generated. 


Others Also Object. 
‘“Messmore, Lang and I are not the 


only ones who object to the gyro fan,” 
Daub told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday. “I know a number of fel- 
lows here that have hair on the tops of 
their heads who say the gyro gives them 
colds. We can all get the desk fans that 
make breezes play from the sides. 
Bert-Lang’s dome has a sparse cov- 
ering, closely contained, a kind of isth- 
mus that runs betwéen two immaculate 


ponds—one pond centering on the crown. 


and the other falling back from the fore- 
head. 

“You see,’ said Lang, “I’ve really got 
hair enough not to be considered coldly 
bald. But that fan was not made for 
«my kind of a head.”’ 

Messmore Will Stick. 

Messmore, who is the most distirctly 
bald of the three leaders, could not be 
found, but Lang and Daub assured a 
Post-D.spatch reporter that there was 
no doubt that Messmore was “right 
with the other baldheads.”’ 

“Messmore,” they said, ‘is a thore igh 
Faldhead. He'll kick on anything the 
other baldheads want him to kick on. 
And thas is a matter on which the bald- 
heads must stand together or be frozen 
eut.”’ 

Eugene Smith, assistant secretury, 
who is the custodian of the gyro, says 
that he doesn’t think it will be put up. 


BANKRUPT ACCUSED 
OF HIDING ASSETS 


Harry Siegel Says if He Is Im- 
prisoned for Contempt, 
Wife Will Suffer. 


Judge Dyer of the United States Dis- 
trict Court Thursday issued an order di- 
recting Harry Siegel of 1391 Goodfellow 
avenue to show cause next Wednesday 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt for concealing assets in a bank- 
ruptey proceeding. 

Siegel was an official of the Paris 
Manufacturing Co., which was thrown 
into involuntery bankruptcy Oct. 3, 1909. 
It is charged that wct. 2, 1909, he col- 
lected $522 and Oct. 8 $248, and depos- 
ited the money to his credit in the City 
National Bank. Oct. 9, according to the 
charge, he paid to his brothers-in-law, 
Alter and Ilyman Wisser, $400 each. 

At a hearing before Referee Coles, 
Siegel testified that he owed the money 
te the Wissers. He suid he was now 
working as an insurance solicitor at 
$10 to $15 a week, had an invalid wife 
and two children, and that if he was 
put in prison for contempt it would like- 
ly cause the death of his wife and leave 
his children destitute. He said it was 
impossibly for him to pay back the 
money out of his presént earnings.

“Stokes received a telephone message 
this afternoon from Miss Conrad, in 
which she told him to come to the Ejight- 
icth street house and get some let- 
ters Miss Graham had left for him.

They 
opefed the door together, and as he 
stepped into the room he heard-the bolt 
on the door into the hall being shot 
into place. Miss Graham immediately 
drew a revolver and, pointing to a pad 
on a Gesk at one side of the room, 
sald:

“Stokes, of course, tefused either to 
eign or to pay. Thereupon Miss Gra- 
ham fired two shots in quick succession 
at him. Both of these shots struck him 
in ‘the right leg, the wounds being less 


than an inch apart. 
“Stokes closed in on Miss Graham at 


once and tried to wrench the weapon, 


away from her. In this struggle an- 
other shot was fired, the bullet cutting 
through Stokes’ coat, close to the abdo- 
men, The powder marks from this shot 
are to be seen on Stokes’ right hand. 
“Rut he succeeded in getting the re- 
volver away. Miss Graham jumped 
to one side then and cried to her friend, 
Miss Conrad: ‘Now’s the chance to kill 
him.”

PETERSBURG, June 8.—The sen- 
sational trail of the 12 men, including 
two noblemen, a lieutenant, a priest 
and four lawyers, chafged with conspir- 
ing to secure the fortune of the late 
Prince Bohdan Oginsky, was ended to- 


day with the sentencing of the seven de- 
fendants found Se Staff Capt. Dim- 
itry. von Liarllarsk! was condemned to 
two years imprisonment and his ac- 
complices were deprived of their civil 
rfghts. 

The case attracted wide attention, as 
the two chief accussed were von Liarliar- 
ski and his stepfather, Col. Viadimir von 
Liarliarski,? who belongs to the guards 
and -was, until his arrest, master of the 
horse at the Imperial Court. 

The Oginsky family is one of. the 
oldest of the Lithuania nobility and pos- 
sessed vast estates in Poland, Galica 
and Lithuania, Its last head, Prince 
Bodhan, died chfldless‘and without hav- 
ing fulfilled hisg avowed purpose of 
adopting as his heir Count Joseph Zu- 
lassky. 

Soon after the death of the Prince, in 
1909, Capt. von Liarliarski appeared in 
St. Petersburg with what: purported to 
be Prince Bohdan’s will appointing his 
distant relative, Gen. Nikolai von Liar- 
the sole heir of his estate and 
providing that should Gen. Nikolai pre- 
decease the testator, then Capt. Dmitry 
was to be sole heir. 

He produced proof of the death of 
Gen. Nikolai in 1906 and through rela- 
tives at court secured permission to 
use the title of Prince Oginsky with-* 
out waiting to prove the will. Princess 
Oginsky became suspicious and brought 
an action which established that the al- 
leged will had been forged. °

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THE STEEL TRUST NEXT. 

The promised suit for the dissolution of the 
United States Steel Corporation is the next logi- 
cal step in the prosecution of monopolies which 
restrain interstate trade. That E. H. Gary, ex- 
ecutive head of the corporation, thinks such a 
step inevitable, was clearly implied in his state- 
ments before the Stanley Committee. 

The case of the Steel Corporation is somewhat 
different from that of the Standard Oil Co. and 
the Tobacco Trust. Both of these trusts sought 
monopoly as a means of profit. The Steel Trust, 
ostensibly, at least, finds monopoly the certain 
product and accompaniment of combined inter- 
ests, but however it comes about and wheth- 
er it is the result of deliberate effort or a by- 
product of economic organization, monopoly is 
bad. 

Suit for dissolution of the Steel Trust will 
be official answer to the pleas of Gary, Roose- 
velt and the Socialists that the Government god- 
father all the trusts, make rules for their con- 
duct and regulate their prices. “We do not 
know just what we have a right to do,” was 
the Gary complaint. Perhaps they don’t. But 
the Supreme Court told them pretty clearly some 
things they can’t do and they might assume that 
they can do everything that is not prohfbited.

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BUSY ANTI-SMOKERS. 

Twenty-four warrants charging violation of the 
smoke ordinance are reminders that the anti-smoke 
organization has not yet abated its activity or 
succumbed to summer lethargy.

James R. Mann, leader of the Republican mi- 





| nority in the House at Washington, has malice 


in him. He has been threatening to expose the 
frauds in the Congressional Record, It is his 
cruel intention to deprive some congressmen of 
their only opportunity to acquire fame and the 
admiration of constituents who delight in think- 
ing that they are represented by men of genius. 
Mr. Mann displayed the savagery of his nature 
by promising to read some speeches, accompanied 
by “applause,” that were not even delivered in the 
House. He has not done it yet, but he reduced 
some members to the humiliating necessity of 
begging him to be merciful. In theory, one Con- 
gressman is as good as another, just as eloquent 
and just as brilliant, and most of us can but 
faintly realize how bitter it must be to beg for

A representative from Mr. Mann’s own State of 
Ilinois is credited in the Record with receiving 
“loud and continued applause, followed by hand- 
shaking.” It appears that the statement is not 
warranted by the facts in the case. His hand 
was shaken by no man, and no man brought his 
two palms together in a tumult of admiration 
and applause. But is that the business of James 
R. Mann, cruel, cynical, sardonic, malicious Jim 
Mann? 

A new member from West Virginia, in the 
leave-to-print portion of his speech, gave himself 
credit for 18 outbreaks of “applause” in the part 
not delivered upon the floor of the House.

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THE BRIDGE BOND ELECTION. 

The question of the date of the election on the 
bridge bond issue is a question of wise policy. 
The object of the election is to obtain an author- 
ization to issue bonds for the completion of the 
bridge. We assume that every public official who 
is called upon to act in the matter of the date 
wants a favorable decision. We assume that the 
completion of the bridge is the sole purpose of 
the election. To assume otherwise would be to 
ascribe motives of treachery and betrayal to pub- 
lic officers. 

The question ought not to be determined wholly 
by considerations of cheapness in holding the elec- 
tion. A bargain election with a defeat of the ob- 
ject of the election would be bad business. The 
best time is the time when the largest vote will 
be polled for and the smallest vote against the 
bond proposal. 

The question should not be obscured or the 
bond issue endangered by side issues concerning 
the details of bridge building. But all objec- 
tions to the date, regardless of their nature, and 
every factor of public sentiment should be con- 
sidered. Viewed from this standpoint, Aug. 4 
does not appear to be a good date. It places the 
bridge bond election within four days fo!lowing 
the State capitol election. It is difficult to get 
voters to go twice to the polls within four days. 
The season is midsummer, when thousands of 
vote e absent from the city. 

There is another stronger objection. A consid- 
erable element of voters, an element ordinarily 
to be depended upon ps ardent supporters of the 
bridge project, is violently opposed to this date 
and threatens to vote against it. Every vote will 
count. It is unwise to pick a date for the elec- 
tion which will drive into the opposition any con- 
siderable number of voters who would vote for 
| the bond issue at a later date. 

The administration, including the Municipal 
Assembly, is not making friends for the bond 
issue by hurrying the date of the election, with- 
out regard to protests or the evidence of public 
sentiment. The Post-Dispatch will support at any 
time any and all reasonable propositions for the 
completion of the bridge. We will overlook minor 
considerations for the great object to be gained. 
All citizens should do likewise. But we cannot 
blink the danger of deliberately alienating friends 
of the bridge by arbitrary action with regard to 
the date. 

If the time is as pressing as Mayor Kreismann 
says, of course everything must yield to the 
emergency. There should be no delay in the 
construction of the bridge on account of lack 
of money. That would be a costly and foolish 
policy. But does not the Mayor exaggerate to 
some extent the work necessary to place the 
bonds on the market and the need of immediate 
addition to the available funds? Would not an 
autumn date, giving time for a better under- 
standing of the situation and opportunity for 
all to vote be advisable? 

Not only will the administration be held 
accountable for costly delay which might be 
occasioned by failure to provide in time for a 
new bond issue, but it will be held accountable 
for the greater delay and the menace to the 
bridge project which would be caused by a de- 
feat of the bond issue through unwise action 
in forcing a bond election at an inconvenient 
time and against the protests of many bridge 
advocates. A half-built bridge would not be a 
monument of glory to the Kreismann adminis- 
tration. It is well to take ‘counsel of reason 
even in dealing with seeming unreason.

It never dawns upon_critics of this 
kind that every line in a newspaper is 
edited. The editorial page is perhaps 
the part of a newspaper which could be 
most easily eliminated. Editorials ars 
occasionally personal and more rarely 
libelous; but the mischief In a news- 
paper is done not on the editorial page 
but in dishonest implications in the 
néws matter elsewhere. It will be seen, 
therefore, that thé Senator’s proposal 
coes not achieve even its own foolish 
purpose. 

The proprietors of a newspaper are 
responsible’ for libelous matter and 
there is no question about recovering 
damages from them. Senator Grady is 
a lawyer, and he could not in his legal 
experience recall the appearance in the 
witness box of a newspaper proprietor 
or a responsible editor who did not im- 
rnediately assume the onus of any ex- 
pression of opinion appearing in the 
raper and at the same time refuse to 
give up the name of the particular re- 
porter who wrote. the offending pas- 
sages. Judges have uniformly support- 
ed thig refusal, and the fear of a news- 
paper being influenced by pressure 
upon individuals is eliminated, to the 
great advantage of the public. 

Suppose an editorial is written by 
someone other than the editor of the 
paper. It is revised by the editor. He 
may change its whole meaning or com- 
piexion by the insertion or deletion of 
a few words. Who then should sign it? 
The law says it should bear the name 
ef the obscure editorial writer who first 
threw its thoughts into shape. The real 
author is, of course, the editor. He is 
responsible to the public and to his pro- 
prietor for what he chooses to print or 
leave out. A responsible name appears 
or every copy of a newspaper printed in 
this State. What earthly business is it 
of the public’s or of Mr. Grady’s who 
actually writes editorial or any other 
matter? 

On the World, for instance, which 
has a really strong editorial page, the 
editorials may be revised by half a 
@czen people before they take the form 
which satisfies the editor. Are all these 
people to sign each editorial? Perhaps 
the matter is not of the least im- 
portance, but it is one more example of 
the ill-considered legislation inflicted by 
tenth-rgte lawmakers on a lofg-suffer- 


ing people.

Chairman Henry W. Kiel told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday that the ef- 
forts of Jeptha D. Howe and Mayor 
Kreismann to reorganize the Republican 
City Committee would fail. Several 
committeemen who were wavering in 
thelr support of Kiel h&ve given him 
assurance that they will stand by him. 

“Jeptha D. Howe spent hours with 
Committeemen Slater, Weeke and Schu- 
ler Tuesday trying to get them to desert 
me,’ said Chairman Kiel. “Since it 
has become known that Howe is really 
the man back of the reorganization 
move, many of the committeemen who 


tion have come to me to assure me that 
they will not cast a vote to give Howe 
power. 

He Asks Howe About It. 

“T asked Howe why he was so inter- 
ested in trying to reorganize the com- 
mittee. He gave the excuse that Mayor 
Kreismann had asked him to do it, but 
his real purpose is to get legislation 
through the Municipal Assembly. We 
had an example of what he was after 
in the Southern Illinoig Traction bill. 
He is preparing other bills for introduc- 
tion in the Municipal Assembly, and if 
he can get control of the City Commit- 
tee he will have no trouble in getting 
them through the Assembly.”’ 

The Kiel men, according to informa- 
tion on tab at Republican city headquar- 
ters, have again got control of the 
House of Delegates, and are in a posi- 
tion to reorganize that body whenever 
they give the word. 

Col. Otto Stifel, who is taking a year’s 
vacation in Europe, has been using the 
cable freely to aid Kiel in his fight to 
retain the chairmanship of the commit- 
tee. 

Stifel has sent cablegrams to his par- 
ticular friends urging them to stand by 
Kiel. Committeemen Schuler and Weeke, 
as well as several others, received cable 
messages from Stifel, who is now in 
Weisbaden. 

According to Kiel, not more than 13 
members of the committee could now 
be induced to vote for reorganization. 
A few days ago the Kreismann-Howe 
men were claiming enough to reorgan- 
ize, and at that time it was believed 
they had 16 votes, 18 being necessary. 
Since then three committeemen have re- 
turned to the Kiel standard.
